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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

History  and  The  School  of  Law  was  established  at  Loyola 
Location  University  by  the  Jesuits  in  October  1914.    The 

first  faculty  was  organized  by  the  Honorable  John  St.  Paul, 
then  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
and  later  an  Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Lou- 
isiana. Classes  were  held  at  night  in  Alumni  Hall  of  the 
old  College  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  in  downtown  New 
Orleans.  After  the  first  year  and  until  1931,  the  School  of 
Law  was  housed  in  Marquette  Hall,  on  the  campus  of  Loyola 
University.  The  day  division  was  organized  in  1925.  In  1931 
the  School  was  moved  to  the  ground  floor  of  Bobet  Hall, 
which  was  occupied  until  June,  1941.  From  September,  1941, 
until  May,  1942,  classes  were  held  in  a  building  on  Marquette 
Place  formerly  known  as  "Biever  Hall".  Since  May,  1942, 
classes  have  been  held  in  Thomas  More  Hall  at  6333  St. 
Charles  Avenue. 

Objectives  To  develop  future  members  of  the  bar  who,  in 
addition  to  being  expertly  trained  in  legal  knowledge  and 
procedure,  are  possessed  of  a  philosophy  of  law  enabling  them 
in  the  highest  sense  of  the  word  to  become  a  credit  to  them- 
selves, to  their  profession,  to  their  country  and  to  their  God 
— this  is  the  objective  of  Loyola's  School  of  Law. 

Since  law  is  concerned  with  man  and  the  society  made  up 
of  men,  a  philosophy  of  law  has  meaning  in  the  exact  degree 
in  which  it  reflects  a  valid  philosophy  of  man  and  of  society. 
It  is  the  contention  of  Loyola  University's  School  of  Law  that 
there  is  only  one  valid  philosophy  of  man,  namely,  a  philosophy 
which  considers  man  a  creature,  made  by  God,  made  for  God 
and  going  back  to  God  and  that  man's  creation  by  God  as  a 
rational  being  is  the  unique  source  of  the  dignity  of  man,  the 
supreme  value  of  the  individual,  the  sanctity  of  the  human 
person,  and  of  inalienable  rights.  A  denial  of  this  philosophy 
is  tantamount  to  reducing  man  to  the  level  of  a  highly 
developed  animal  and  of  founding  the  ultima  ratio  of  law 
on  physical  force — the  germinal  idea  of  all  totalitarian 
systems  of  government.  The  acceptance  of  man  as  a  creature 
of  God  destined  for  life  beyond  the  grave  is  the  corner  stone 
upon  which  Loyola  builds  its  philosophy  of  law.  Man,  en- 
dowed as  he  is,  with  intellect  and  free  Avill,  is  to  be  directed 
not  by  the  physical  law  of  lesser  creatures,  but  the  objec- 
tive moral  law  to  which  he  is  bound  in  conscience  to  conform.

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The  principles  defining  what  is  morally  good  and  morally 
bad  in  human  activity  are  promulgated  and  sanctioned  by  the 
natural  law  as  the  expression  in  rational  nature  of  God's 
design  for  man.  In  virtue  of  the  natural  law  man  is  vested 
with  certain  rights  and  obligations.  These  rights  and  obliga- 
tions are  every  man's  endowment  in  virtue  of  his  very  nature ; 
they  are  beyond  the  reach  of  men  and  government.  It  is 
the  high  purpose  of  human  law  to  protect  the  right  of  each 
by  assuring  the  reign  of  justice  for  all.  Therefore,  human 
law  cannot  be  exempted  from  the  directive  influence  of  the 
natural  law  without  in  varying  degree  exposing  the  juridical 
process  to  the  arbitrary  will  of  men — this  is  the  sole  basis 
of  a  just  and  sound  legal  system.  Thus  human  law  is  valid 
law  only  to  the  extent  that  it  reflects  directly  or  indirectly 
the  dictates  of  the  natural  law. 

It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  while  in  its  principles  the 
natural  law  is  inflexible  and  absolute,  the  applications  of 
these  principles  can  and  do  vary  according  to  the  concrete 
circumstances  of  time  and  place.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
Loyola's  School  of  Law  accepts  without  qualification  the  fol- 
lowing observation  of  Rev.  William  J,  Kenealy,  S.J.,  formerly 
Dean  of  the  Boston  College  School  of  Law:  [from  The  Majesty 
of  the  Law,  5  Loyola  L.  Rev.  101,  114  (1950)] 

The  construction  and  maintenance  of  a  corpus  juris 
implementing  the  natural  law  is  a  perpetual  and  monu- 
mental task  demanding  the  constant  devotion  of  the  best 
brains  and  the  most  mature  scholarship  of  the  legal 
profession.  For  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  natural 
law,  universal  and  immutable  as  the  human  nature  from 
which  they  derive,  require  rational  application  to  the 
constantly  changing  political,  economic  and  social  condi- 
tions of  civil  society.  The  application  of  the  natural  law 
postulates  change  as  the  circumstances  of  human  exist- 
ence change.  It  repudiates  a  naive  and  smug  complacency 
in  the  status  quo.  It  demands  a  reasoned  acceptance  of 
the  good,  and  a  rejection  of  the  bad,  in  all  that  is  new. 
It  commands  a  critical  search  for  the  better.  It  directs 
an  exhaustive  search  into  all  the  available  data  of  his- 
tory, politics,  economics,  sociology,  psychology,  philos- 
ophy, and  every  other  pertinent  font  of  human  knowl- 
edge. And,  of  primary  importance,  it  insists  that  the 
constant  search  for  a  better  corpus  juris  be  made  in  the 
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light  of  the  origin,  nature,  purpose  and  limitations  of  the 
state;  and  in  the  knowledge  of  the  origin,  nature,  dignity 
and  destiny  of  man.  This  traditional  American  philosophy 
of  law  is  opposed  today,  even  within  the  legal  profession, 
by   the  philosophies   of   positivism,   pragmatism,   realism 
and  utilitarianism — all  of  which  have  an  ideological  com- 
mon denominator  in  subjectivism,  and  none  of  which  can 
offer  an  adequate  reply  to  the  destructive  philosophy  of 
totalitarianism. 
The  members  of  the  faculty  in  the  School  of  Law  are  deeply 
conscious  of  their  responsibility  to  the  student  body.  They 
are   vitally   aware  that   the  profession   demands  very  much 
more  from  a  lawyer  than  mere  legal  learning.  Because  of  this 
awareness   the  faculty   wholeheartedly   accepts    natural   law 
philosophy  as  the  integrating  factor  in  the  entire  law  school 
curriculum. 

Period  of  Study  and  Full-time  Students.  The  curriculum 
Requirements  for  covers  a  period  of  six  semesters  of  resi- 

Degree  dent  study.   Resident  study  here  means 

that  the  student  must  carry  not  less  than  ten  semester  hours 
a  semester  and  pass  a  minimum  of  nine  thereof.  Classes  are 
held  on  Mondays  through  Fridays  between  the  hours  of  8:00 
A.M.  and  3 :00  P.M. 

Part-time  Students.  The  curriculum  covers  a  minimum  of 
eight  semesters  of  resident  study.  Resident  study  here  means 
that  the  student  must  carry  not  less  than  eight  semester  hours 
a  semester  and  pass  a  minimum  of  six  thereof.  All  students 
in  the  evening  division  are  part-time  students.  Classes  are 
scheduled  from  Monday  through  Friday  between  the  hours  of 
6 :00  and  10 :00  P.M.  and  on  Saturdays  between  8  :00  A.M.  and 
12:00  noon. 

The  requirement  for  the  degree  of  Juris  Doctor  is  seventy- 
eight  semester  credit  hours  of  work  in  the  School  of  Law  as 
outlined  in  this  bulletin.  For  students  entering  the  School 
of  Law  (with  or  without  advanced  standing)  for  the  first  time 
in  the  fall  semester  of  1969  and  thereafter  the  requirement  for 
that  degree  is  eighty-four  semester  hours. 

Approved  The  School  of  Law  is  a  member  of  the  Associa- 
School  tion  of  American  Law  Schools  and  is  approved  by 

the  American  Bar  Association,  which  approval  is  dependent 
upon  meeting  and  maintaining  certain  standards  as  to  entrance 
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requirements,  faculty,  library,  and  curriculum.  The  School  of 
Law  is  also  registered  as  an  approved  school  by  the  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Courses  of  Study  The  tradition  of  the  civil  law  is  a  strong 
influence  in  Louisiana.  Much  of  the  curriculum  in  the  School 
of  Law  is  planned  for  the  Louisiana  Civil  Code  and  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure.  Nevertheless,  the  American  case-law  tech- 
nique is  emphasized.  Basic  work  is  offered  in  jurisprudence 
and  legal  theory.  The  faculty  has  made  available  a  selection 
of  common  law  courses  sufficient  to  permit  students  from 
states  other  than  Louisiana  to  study  at  Loyola  in  preparation 
for  practice  in  their  home  states. 

Law  The  Loyola  Law  Library,  located  in  the  law  build- 

Library  ing,  is  a  basic  working  tool  for  today's  law  stu- 
dents, as  well  as  a  repository  of  research  materials  for  the 
scholar.  Its  34,000  volumes  include  reports  of  all  federal 
courts  and  of  all  final  and  most  intermediate  appellate  courts 
of  the  fifty  States,  as  well  as  reports  of  England  and  France. 
The  complete  National  Reporter  System  and  the  various  an- 
notated reporters  are  also  available,  as  are  annotated  statutes 
of  the  United  States,  and  publications  of  administrative 
agencies.  Holdings  include  Shepard's  citators  for  the  entire 
National  Reporter  System,  the  American  Digest  System,  lead- 
ing state,  federal  and  English  digests,  the  leading  legal  peri- 
odicals and  indices,  a  representative  collection  of  texts  and 
treatises  in  law  and  allied  fields,  and  general,  special  legal 
encj^elopediae  of  England,  France  and  this  country.  The  law 
library  is  a  depository  of  selected  United  States  and  State  of 
Louisiana  documents.  The  general  University  library  is  con- 
veniently located  near  the  School  of  Law. 

The  law  library  of  Chief  Justice  Douglass  Edward  White, 
which  was  donated  to  the  School  of  Law,  together  with  gifts 
of  numerous  volumes  from  Branch  Knox  Miller,  Judge  Charles 
Parlange,  Judge  John  St.  Paul,  Rev.  Jerome  Mullin,  S.J.,  J. 
M.  Lepeyre,  T.  J.  Semmes,  "W.  C.  Staub,  Edward  K.  Wunder- 
lich,  Charles  T.  Soniat,  and  other  donors,  form  a  part  of 
the  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  general  law  collection,  the  library  main- 
tains a  special  Civil  Law  collection  containing  one  of  the 
most  complete  groups  of  French  authorities  in  the  State,  to- 
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getlier  with  Roman,  Spanish,  Swiss  and  other  national  legal 
literature.  Other  units  are  a  valuable  collection  of  editions 
of  Louisiana  codes,  and  an  international  law  section  enriched 
by  having  been  a  depository  of  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for 
International  Peace. 

The  faculty  and  students  of  the  School  of  Law  wish  to 
acknowledge  with  sincerest  gratitude  the  various  donations 
made  by  Miss  Leonora  Del  Bondio  to  the  School  of  Law, 
which  made  it  possible  to  improve  its  facilities  and  equip- 
ment. 

Student  The  Delta  Theta  Phi  national  legal  fraternity, 

Organizations  has  established  a  chapter  at  the  School  of  Law, 
to  which  law  students  are  eligible  for  membership.  The  fra- 
ternity is  devoted  to  the  stimulation  of  interest  in  scholar- 
ship, organized  legal  research  and  writing,  participation  in 
appellate  court  competition  and  fellowship  on  the  part  of  its 
members.  It  presents  a  scholarship  key  to  each  member  in 
the  top  fifteen  per  centum  of  the  senior  class  and  the  top  sev- 
en per  centum  of  the  junior  class. 

The  Phi  Delta  Delta  international  women's  legal  fraternity, 
has  established  a  chapter  at  the  School  of  Law,  to  which 
women  law  students  who  meet  established  scholastic  standards 
are  eligible  for  membership. 

The  Phi  Alpha  Delta  national  legal  fraternity  has  estab- 
lished a  chapter  at  the  School  of  Law  to  which  any  male  law 
student  is  eligible  for  membership.  The  fraternity's  purpose 
is  to  serve  the  law  student  by  stressing  a  proper  blend  of 
professional  and  social  activity  to  prepare  him  for  the  prac- 
tice of  law,  to  serve  the  law  school  by  supplementing  the 
formal  courses  with  an  orientation  program  for  first  year 
students,  lectures,  interschool  moot  court  competition  and 
other  pre-professional  endeavors  to  fulfill  its  motto  "Service 
to  the  Student,  the  Law  School,  and  the  Profession". 

The  St.  Thomas  More  Law  Club  was  established  in  1935 
by  the  students  of  the  day  division,  and  all  law  students  are 
eligible  for  membership.  The  law  club,  under  the  patronage 
of  the  English  martyr  and  saint,  is  devoted  to  the  stimula- 
tion of  interest  in  organized  legal  research  on  the  part  of  its' 
membership,  and  in  the  preparation  and  argument  of  mooted 
cases  before  appellate  tribunals.  It  annually  sponsors  the 
Natural  Law  Institute. 
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The  Student  Bar  Association  was  organized  in  the  Spring 
of  1952  and  is  comprised  of  all  students  enrolled  in  the  day 
and  evening  divisions  of  the  law  school.  It  is  governed  under 
a  constitution  adopted  by  the  students.  Its  purpose  is  to  pro- 
vide a  means  of  closer  unity  among  all  students  and  to  foster 
mutual  cooperation  and  understanding  between  the  law  stu- 
dent body,  the  law  faculty  and  the  legal  profession.  The  Stu- 
dent Bar  Association  of  Loyola  is  a  member  of  the  Law  Stu- 
dent Division  of  The  American  Bar  Association, 

In  the  Fall  of  1960  the  Legal  Rag  was  established  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Student  Bar  Association.  A  periodical  publi- 
cation, it  is  dedicated  to  the  reporting  of  law  school  news  and 
providing  a  medium  for  the  expression  of  student  views. 
Membership  dues  in  the  Student  Bar  Association  is  $18.00  for 
full-time  students  payable  at  registration  of  the  freshman 
year  but  covering  all  three  years  of  law  school.  Dues  for  the 
part-time  students  is  $5.00  paid  annually  at  registration. 
The  Student  Body  of  the  School  of  Law  is  represented  by  a 
president  and  class  representatives  on  the  University  Student 
Council. 

Law  The    faculty    and    students    of    the    School    of   Law 

Review  publish  the  Loyola  Law  Review.  Through  this  me- 
dium all  upper-classmen  are  afforded  opportunities  for  legal 
research  and  writing.  The  officers  of  the  student  board  are 
chosen  from  the  high-ranking  students  of  the  senior  class  who 
have  previously  demonstrated  an  interest  in  legal  writing. 

Legal  Aid  In  cooperation  with  the  Legal  Aid  Bureau  of  New 
Program  Orleans  upper-classmen  in  the  School  of  Law  are 
afforded  the  opportunity  to  assist  in  the  handling  of  criminal 
and  civil  cases  in  which  the  Bureau  is  authorized  to  act. 
Students  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  staff  attorneys. 
The  experience  acquired  in  interviewing  clients,  in  engaging 
in  legal  research,  in  conducting  investigations  and  in  draft- 
ing legal  documents  and  pleadings  is  of  much  value  as  a 
supplement  to  the  education  of  the  student  and  beneficial  to 
the  community. 

Lectures  THE  EDWARD  RIGHTOR  LECTURES.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks 
of  the  United  States  of  America  have  established  and  funded 
a  foundation  to  provide  funds  for  periodic  lectures  in  the 
School  of  Law  in  memory  of  Edward  Rightor.     Mr.  Rightor 
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was  a  Past  Exalted  Ruler  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  for  many- 
years  was  a  member  of  the  part-time  teaching  staff  of  the 
School  of  Law.  The  lectures  in  law  and  related  subjects  are 
to  be  presented  on  a  periodic  basis. 

Awards  and  THE  FACULTY  AWARD  is  given  annually  to 
Prizes  the  senior  in  the  School  of  Law  who  has  main- 

tained the  highest  average  over  his  entire  law  course. 

THE  ALLEN  SMITH  COMPANY  AWARD  is  given  by  the 
company  on  the  same  basis. 

THE  DEAN'S  AWARD  is  given  annually  to  the  student 
who  has  maintained  the  highest  average  during  his  first  year 
in  the  School  of  Law. 

THE  HENRY  L.  SARPY  AWARD  is  made  each  year  by 
Mr.  Leon  Sarpy  to  the  student  in  the  day  division  of  the  School 
of  law  who  has  excelled  in  the  course  in  Louisiana  Practice. 

THE  WEST  PUBLISHING  COMPANY  AWARDS.  Each 
year  the  American  Law  Book  Company  awards  one  selected 
title  of  Corpus  Juris  Secundum  to  the  freshman,  the  sopho- 
more, the  junior  and  the  senior  law  student  who  has  made 
the  most  significant  contribution  toward  over-all  legal  schol- 
arship. C.J.S.  awards  are  not  made  on  the  basis  of  top  grades 
in  the  class  or  in  any  particular  course.  They  are  made  on  the 
basis  of  any  criterion  which  recognizes  scholarly  accomplish- 
ment. 

Each  year  the  West  Publishing  Company  awards  a  se- 
lected title  from  the  Hornbook  Series  to  the  freshman,  the 
sophomore,  the  junior  and  the  senior  law  student  who 
achieves  the  highest  scholastic  average  in  his  class. 

THE  LOYOLA  LAW  ALUMNI  AWARD  is  given  annually 
to  the  member  of  the  Student  Editorial  Board  of  the  Law 
Review  who  has  made  the  most  significant  contribution  to 
the  Loyola  Law  Review  in  the  field  of  research  and  writing 
during  the  academic  year.  The  award  is  given  with  a  view  to 
stimulating  student  work  in  the  Law  Review, 

ANOTHER  LOYOLA  LAW  ALUMNI  AWARD  is  given 
annually  to  the  members  of  the  Loyola  National  Appellate 
Moot  Court  team,  selected  to  compete  in  the  competition  spon- 
sored by  the  Young  Lawyers  Committee  of  the  Association  of 
the  Bar  of  the  City  of  New  York  for  Law  Schools  in  the 
United  States.

THE  AMERICAN  JURISPRUDENCE  PRIZES,  consisting 
of  copies  of  separately  bound  titles  from  American  Jurispru- 
dence on  a  number  of  subjects,  are  offered  by  the  Lawyers  Co- 
operative Publishing-  Company  and  the  Bancroft  Whitney 
Company  jointly.  These  prizes  are  awarded  to  the  highest 
ranking  student  in  each  of  the  courses  indicated,  and  the 
selection  of  the  winners  is  determined  by  the  professors  teach- 
ing the  respective  courses. 

THE  LAW  WEEK  AWARD  consists  of  a  year's  compli- 
mentary subscription  to  Law  Week,  which  reports  every  week 
important  new  court  decisions  and  federal  agency  rulings  and 
all  United  States  Supreme  Court  opinions.  The  award  is  given 
to  the  graduating  student  who  has  made  the  most  satisfactory 
scholastic  progress  in  his  final  year. 

THE  JOSEPH  M.  RAULT  AWARD  for  excellence  in  Ad- 
miralty and  Maritime  Law  established  by  Loyola  University 
in  September,  1963,  is  awarded  annually  to  the  law  student 
who  has  excelled  in  the  curriculum  and  studies  of  Admiralty 
and  Maritime  Law,  The  award  is  a  plaque,  suitably  inscribed, 
as  a  recognition  of  this  honor,  and  as  a  symbol  of  interest  in 
this  professional  field  so  vital  to  this  community. 

THE  STUDENT  BAR  ASSOCIATION  AWARDS  are  given 
to  the  participants  in  the  Annual  Moot  Court  Competi- 
tion between  the  Farrar  Senate  of  Delta  Theta  Phi,  National 
Legal  Fraternity  and  the  Saint  Thomas  More  Law  Club. 

THE  OSWALDO  V.  RAMIREZ  AWARD  is  given  to  the 
participant  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  judges  makes  the  best 
individual  argument  at  the  trial  above  mentioned. 

THE  DELTA  THETA  PHI  AWARD  is  given  to  the  team 
submitting  the  best  brief  in  the  Moot  Court  course. 

THE  ST.  THOMAS  MORE  LAW  CLUB  AWARD  is  given 
to  the  team  making  the  best  oral  presentation  in  the  Moot 
Court  course. 

THE  CRIMINAL  COURTS  BAR  ASSOCIATION'S 
EDWIN  I.  MAHONEY  AWARD  is  given  annually  to  the 
student  in  the  School  of  Law  receiving  the  highest  grade  in 
criminal  law.  The  student  meriting  this  award  will  have  his 
name  inscribed  upon  the  scroll. 

THE  PHI  DELTA  DELTA  AWARD  is  given  to  the  senior 
in  the  School  of  Law  who  is  elected  by  the  faculty  because 
of  his  good  scholarship  and  his  service  to  the  law  school  as 
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evidenced  by  his  willingness  to  give  more  of  himself  to  its 
activities  than  is  required. 

THE  JACK  LA  NASA  AWARD  is  given  annually  to  the 
student  in  the  School  of  Law  who  earns  the  highest  grade 
in  contracts. 

THE  SAMUEL  J.  LEVY  AWARD  of  twenty-five  dollars  in 
cash  is  given  annually  to  the  student  in  the  School  of  Law 
receiving  the  highest  grade  in  the  course  in  Jurisprudence. 

Pre-Leg'al  There  is  no  prescribed  pre-legal  course.  Students 
Program  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  who  wish  to 
enter  the  School  of  Law,  are  advised  to  study  subjects  in  the 
field  of  social  science,  English  literature  and  composition, 
and  philosophy. 

Requirements  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  School  of  Law 
For  Admission  must  be  of  good  character.  They  must  have 
completed  their  eighteenth  year  at  the  time  of  registration.  The 
minimum  prerequisites  for  admission  to  law  school  are  fixed 
by  the  standards  of  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools 
and  the  American  Bar  Association.  Applicants  to  the  School  of 
Law  must  meet  a  three-year  minimum  requirement;  they  must 
present  satisfactory  proof  that  they  have  completed  "at  least 
three-fourths  of  the  work  acceptable  for  a  bachelor's  degree 
after  four  years  of  study  at  a  principal  college  or  university  in 
the  state  where  the  law  school  is  located,  with  a  scholastic 
average,  based  on  all  work  undertaken,  at  least  equal  to  the 
quality  of  work  required  for  graduation  in  the  institutions 
attended." 

Every  applicant  must  take  the  Law  School  Admission  Test 
administered  by  the  Educational  Testing  Service.  Applications 
to  take  the  test  must  be  made  direct  to  the  Educational  Testing 
Service,  20  Nassau  Street,  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  No  appli- 
cation will  be  considered  unless  the  score  obtained  has  been 
submitted. 

Application  An  applicant  for  admission  to  the  School  of  Law 
Procedure  must:  (1)  Execute  an  application  form  obtained 
from  the  School  of  Law  and  file  it  together  with  an  applica- 
tion fee  of  $10.00,  payable  to  Loyola  University  with  the 
Director  of  Admissions,  School  of  Law. 

(2)  Have  Educational  Testing  Service  report  his  (her)  Law 
School  Admission  Test  score  to  the  School  of  Law. 
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(3)  Have  a  transcript  sent  directly  to  the  Director  of  Ad- 
missions of  the  School  of  Law,  from  each  college  or  univer- 
sity attended  whether  credit  was  earned  there  or  not.  A 
cumulative  transcript  from  the  last  school  attended  will  not 
suffice. 

(4)  All  students  entering  Loyola  University  for  the  first 
time  must  present  a  physician's  certification  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox  within  the  twelve  months  prior  to  matricu- 
lation. 

Applications  should  be  submitted  prior  to  May  1st  and  the 
file  should  be  completed  prior  to  June  15th.  Ordinarily,  appli- 
cations submitted  after  May  1st  or  files  completed  after  June 
15th  will  be  processed  only  on  condition  that  space  is  avail- 
able in  the  class. 

Selection  of  applicants  admitted  to  the  School  of  Law  is 
based  on  their  academic  records  and  law  school  admission  test 
scores.  Applicants  selected  must  furnish  a  photograph,  pass- 
port size,  after  registration.  All  transcripts  and  documents 
filed  in  connection  with  an  application  become  the  property 
of  the  University. 

Students  beginning  the  study  of  law  will  be  admitted  only 
in  the  Fall  semester. 

Students  who  have  been  in  attendance  at  another  law 
school  and  who  are  granted  no  advanced  standing  for  any 
of  the  law  work  attempted  at  such  other  school  shall  be 
deemed  beginning  law  students. 

Advanced  Students  who  have  successfully  pursued  a  portion 
Standing  of  their  law  course  in  an  approved  law  school 
(that  is,  a  school  which  is  a  member  of  the  Association  of 
American  Law  Schools  or  approved  by  the  American  Bar 
Association),  and  who  are  able  to  meet  the  entrance  require- 
ments of  this  School  of  Law,  will  receive  credit  for  work 
successfully  pursued  in  such  approved  school.  The  right  is 
reserved  to  refuse  such  credit  in  whole  or  in  part.  At  least 
one  year's  residence  is  required  of  advanced  students  or  they 
will  not  be  eligible  for  a  degree.  Therefore,  credit  given  for 
work  in  another  law  school  shall  not  exceed  two  years. 

A  student  who  has  attended  another  law  school,  and  who 
has  been  excluded  for  defective  scholarship,  or  is  on  scholastic 
probation,  is  not  eligible  for  admission  to  this  School  of  Law. 
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Examinations  and  Examinations  are  given  at  the  end  of 
Special  Regulations  each  semester.  The  alphabetical  system 
of  grading  is  used.

Examination 

Except  in  cases  of  extreme  personal  hardship  a  student  will 
be  permitted  to  withdraw  from  a  scheduled  course  only  during 
the  first  month  of  the  semester.  However,  a  student  may  with- 
draw from  the  School  of  Law  at  any  time  prior  to  the  examina- 
tion period.  In  either  case,  notice  of  withdrawal  must  be  given 
in  writing  and  it  is  not  effective  until  it  is  received  in  the 
Office  of  the  Dean.  In  either  case,  no  grade  or  credit  of  any 
kind  will  be  given  for  the  work  in  the  course  or  courses. 

In  the  case  of  a  student  who  does  not  voluntarily  withdraw 
but  fails  to  appear  for  an  examination  the  following  action 
will  be  taken: 

(1)  Upon  timely  petition  addressed  to  the  Faculty,  the 
student  may  where  he  presents  evidence  of  sufficient  cause, 
such  as,  personal  ilhiess,  death  in  his  immediate  family  or 
detention  out  of  town  by  a  failure  in  transportation  facilities, 
be  permitted  to  take  a  deferred  examination.  The  record  of 
the  student  will  list  the  courses  as  "Incomplete."  Such  exam- 
ination shall  normally  be  completed  the  next  time  the  students 
are  examined  in  the  course. 

(2)  In  all  other  cases  the  record  will  be  marked  "AF".  This 
grade  will  be  considered  as  an  "F'  in  determining  student  av- 
erages and  will  indicate  non-attempt  of  the  examination  for 
required  course  purposes. 

To  be  eligible  for  graduation  a  student  must  have  earned 
78  credits  and  a  minimum  quality  point  average  of  2.00  on 
all  work  attempted.  Students  entering  the  School  of  Law 
(with  or  without  advanced  standing)  for  the  first  time  in 
the  fall  semester  of  1969  and  thereafter  must  have  earned 
84  credits  with  the  same  minimum  quality  point  average.

Statement  It  is  expected  that  a  student  should  do  satisfae- 
of  Policy  tory  work  and  should  therefore  have  a  minimum 
average  of  2.00  at  all  times.  In  the  opinion  of  the  faculty,  a 
student  who  cannot  achieve  this  minimum  hy  the  end  of  his 
first  year  should  withdraw  from  the  study  of  law.  However, 
circumstances  may  occasionally  prevent  a  capable  student  from 
earning  a  2.00  average.  For  this  reason,  rather  than  a  rule 
simply  excluding  students  for  failure  to  maintain  a  2.00  aver- 
age, the  following  rules  have  been  adopted  by  the  faculty. 

Exclusions  A  Student  shall  be  automatically  excluded  from 
the  School  of  Law  if  (a)  at  any  time  after  attempting  eight- 
een (18)  semester  hours  of  law  school  work  his  over-all  aver- 
age is  less  than  1.75;  or  (b)  at  any  time  after  attempting 
four  semesters,  full  or  part  time,  his  over-all  average  is  less 
than  1.90. 

Readmissions  An  excluded  student,  except  in  cases  of  un- 
usual hardship,  shall  be  ineligible  to  apply  for  readmission 
until  four  (4)  semesters  after  his  last  enrollment;  however, 
a  student  excluded  after  having  attempted  five  semesters, 
full  or  part  time,  shall  not  be  subject  to  this  rule. 

Other  No  full-time  student  will  be  permitted  to  sehed- 

Regulations  ule  more  than  fifteen  hours  of  law  work  or 
work  in  another  department  of  the  University  in  any  semes- 
ter without  special  permission  from  the  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Law.  However,  a  student  who  is  registered  for  a  full  sched- 
ule in  either  division  may  audit  any  course  he  has  not  sched- 
uled. He  should  receive  permission  of  the  faculty  member  of- 
fering the  course. 

No  full-time  student  will  be  permitted  to  schedule  less  than 
ten  hours  of  law  work  in  any  one  semester.  No  part-time 
student  will  be  permitted  to  schedule  less  than  six  hours  each 
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semester  unless  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  choose  that  many 
from  the  courses  that  are  offered. 

A  student  whose  work  is  unsatisfactory  during  any  semester 
may  be  denied  permission  to  carry  a  full  schedule  during  the 
following  semester. 

Students  registered  in  the  School  of  Law  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  register  for  courses  in  any  other  school  without 
special  permission  from  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Law.  Per- 
mission will  be  granted  only  to  upper-classmen  in  special  in- 
stances. Even  in  those  instances  no  one  will  be  permitted  to 
take  more  than  three  hours  of  work  in  another  school  while  he 
is  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Law. 

Fall  semester  grades  will  be  announced  to  the  students  on 
the  mid-semester  date  of  the  spring  semester. 

Tuition  All  students  are  required  to  pay  full  tuition,  fees, 
&  Fees  etc.,  at  the  time  of  registration  and  on  the  days 
assigned.  A  student  has  not  officially  completed  registration 
until  having  properly  satisfied  his  financial  obligations.  This 
means  that  the  obligation  to  pay  attaches  when  the  dean  or 
adviser  approves  the  schedule  of  subjects  on  the  registration 
form  executed  by  the  student.  If  he  does  not  complete  his 
registration  during  the  assigned  time,  the  student  must  pay 
a  late  registration  fee.  Resident  students  are  required  to  pay 
room  and  board  on  the  day  of  registration. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  change,  with  due  no- 
tice, any  of  the  expenses  listed  and  to  withhold  statements  of 
honorable  dismissal,  grade  reports,  transcript  of  record,  di- 
ploma, etc.,  until  all  indebtedness  to  the  University  has  been 
discharged  or  until  satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made 
with  the  Vice-President  for  Business  and  Finance.  Also,  no 
student  will  be  allowed  to  register  subsequently  as  long  as  his 
prior  financial  indebtedness  has  not  been  satisfied.  Excep- 
tions to  regulations  regarding  University  charges  will  be  made 
only  by  the  President  of  the  University. 

Students  are  encouraged  to  make  payments  by  check,  money 
order,  etc.,  made  payable  to  Loyola  University.  Cash  trans- 
actions are  discouraged.

REFUND  POLICY 

1.  Tuition:  Students  who  withdraw  from  the  School  of  Law 
are  entitled  to  a  refund  of  a  percentage  of  their  tuition. 
The  date  of  receipt  of  the  withdrawal  notice  by  the  Dean 
or  his  representative  will  determine  the  amount  of  tuition 
refund.  No  refunds  are  made  when  a  student  is  suspended 
or  dismissed  for  academic  or  disciplinary  reasons.  Only 
tuition  is  refundable.  Refunds  are  made  on  the  following 
basis : 

a.  If  formal  notice  is  received  within  one  week  of  the  be- 
ginning of  the  semester,  refund  of  80%  of  tuition  is 
made. 

b.  If  formal  notice  is  received  within  three  weeks  of  the 
beginning  of  the  semester,  refund  of  60%  of  tuition 
is  made. 

c.  If  formal  notice  is  received  within  five  weeks  of  the 
beginning  of  the  semester,  refund  of  40%  of  tuition 
is  made. 

d.  No  refunds  are  allowed  after  the  fifth  week  of  classes. 

e.  No  adjustment  in  charges  will  be  made  because  of  a 
reduction  in  the  schedule  of  courses  after  the  last  day 
for  schedule  changes. 

Refunds  are  a  percentage  of  the  total  tuition  payable  in 
the  semester  in  which  the  student  withdraws,  not  a  per- 
cent of  the  amount  paid  by  the  student. 

Students  entering  the  Armed  Forces  will  be  given  a  full 
tuition  refund,  regardless  of  the  elapsed  time  since  the 
beginning  of  the  semester. 

2.  Room  and  Board:  Students  boarding  in  University  dormi- 
tories who  are  dismissed  or  suspended  from  school  during 
the  semester  are  not  entitled  to  any  refund. 

Students  in  good  standing  who  voluntarily  withdraw  from 
the  School  of  Law  during  the  semester  are  not  entitled  to 
any  refund  on  the  cost  of  their  room.  They  may  receive  a 
refund  on  board,  prorated  from  the  date  of  withdrawal. 
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FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

Several  scholarships  have  been  established  in  the  School  of 
Law  through  annual  grants  and  several  loan  funds  are  avail- 
able to  law  students. 

Academic  Scholarships: 

Requests  for  scholarship  information  should  be  directed  to 
the  Associate  Dean,  School  of  Law,  Loyola  University.  The 
deadline  for  requesting  academic  scholarship  applications  is 
January  15th. 

Jack  LaNasa  Scholarship 

This  scholarship  has  been  established  in  memory  of  Jack 
LaNasa,  husband  of  Josie  Greco  LaNasa  and  brother  of  Provi- 
dence Sara  LaNasa.  It  is  financed  by  an  annual  grant  from 
the  LaNasa-Greco  Foundation  and  is  to  be  awarded  to  a  de- 
serving student  in  the  School  of  Law  in  need  of  financial  as- 
sistance. 

Judge  Anna  Judge  Veters  Levy  Scholarship 

This  scholarship,  which  has  a  value  of  $1,000,  has  been  es- 
tablished by  The  Honorable  and  Mrs.  S.  Sandford  Levy  in 
memory  of  the  late  Judge  Anna  Judge  Veters  Levy  through 
a  grant  from  the  Judge  Anna  Judge  Veters  Levy  Foundation. 
The  scholarship  is  to  be  awarded  to  an  unmarried  student 
on  the  basis   of  need. 

LOANS 

Several  loan  funds  are  available  to  law  students  in  need  of 
financial  assistance.  These  loan  funds,  except  the  American 
Bar  Association's  fund,  are  administered  by  the  Director  of 
Financial  Aid,  Loyola  University,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana 
70118. 

Louisiana  Higher  Education  Assistance  Loan 

The  State  of  Louisiana  will  agree  to  guarantee  loans  nego- 
tiated between  specific  banks  and  college  students  who  are  le- 
gal residents  of  Louisiana.  The  loan  is  limited  to  $1,000  per 
year  and  a  $5,000  aggregate.  Interest  is  paid  by  the  state 
while  the  student  is  still  in  school.  The  interest  is  7%  and 
will  be  paid  by  the  commission  while  the  student  is  in  school, 
if  the  family's  adjusted  income  is  less  than  $15,000. 
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National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program 

This  program  has  been  instituted  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  making  long  term,  low-interest  loans 
to  qualified  students.  The  maximum  amount  a  student  may 
borrow  is  $1,000  in  an  academic  year  and  the  total  is  limited 
to  $5,000.  The  amount  borrowed  is  determined  by  the  Univer- 
sity. The  loan  begins  to  accrue  3%  interest  nine  months  after 
the  student  leaves  school.  The  loan  matures  ten  years  after  this 
termination. 

JJ.  S.  Loan  Program  for  Cuban  Refugees 

This  is  a  program  limited  to  students  who  cannot  get  help 
from  home  for  their  education  in  the  United  States.  Three 
percent  interest  begins  to  accrue  12  months  after  the  borrower 
ceases  to  be  a  full-time  student.  The  loan  must  be  repaid 
within  a  period  of  ten  years. 

Out-of -State  Loans 

Most  state  have  state  loan  programs  for  residents  of  their 
state.  Some  are  handled  by  the  state  agency  and  some  are 
handled  by  private  agencies  for  the  state.  Students  interested 
in  these  loans  should  check  with  their  State  Office  of  Educa- 
tion or  their  local  bank. 

American  Bar  Association  Loans 

The  American  Bar  Association's  Fund  for  Legal  Education 
has  established  a  Law  Student  Loan  Fund.  Regularly  enrolled 
students  of  either  division  who  are  United  States  citizens, 
have  completed  two  semesters  of  law  school  work  and  are  in 
good  standing  may  apply  for  such  loans  at  any  time  through 
the  representative  of  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Law.  There 
are  limitations  upon  the  amount  each  student  may  borrow  and 
the  funds  available  are  limited. 
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STUDENT  HOUSING 

Men's  Residence  Hall.  Biever  Hall  is  a  six-story  dormitory  on 
the  north  side  of  the  campus.  This  structure  is  completely  air 
conditioned  and  centrally  heated  and  will  accommodate  410. 
Rooms  are  for  double  occupancy.  Each  student  has  a  private 
locker,  single  bed,  chest  of  drawers  and  desk.  A  pick-up  sta- 
tion for  laundry  and  dry  cleaning  is  located  on  the  ground 
level.  Health,  social,  and  recreational  areas,  mail  boxes,  and 
washing  and  drying  facilities  are  provided  in  the  building. 
Jesuit  priests  are  available  for  counselling. 

Women's  Residence  Hall.  A  twelve-story  dormitory  was  com- 
pleted in  the  fall  of  1966.  Capacity  of  this  dormitory  is  429. 
Each  suite  has  individual  controls  for  central  heat  and  air 
conditioning.  These  suites  house  two  rooms  sharing  bath  fa- 
cilities. Each  room  has  its  private  wash  basin  and  cosmetic 
stand,  2  single  beds,  2  desks,  2  chest  of  drawers  and  a  bulle- 
tin board  and  book  shelves.  Laundry  facilities  with  washers 
and  dryers  are  located  on  the  ground  floor.  A  linen  and  dry 
cleaning  pick-up  rental  station  plus  many  other  conveniences 
are  housed  in  the  building.  A  limited  number  of  single  rooms 
are  available  with  private  bath  facilities. 

Reservations.  After  receiving  your  letter  of  acceptance  for 
admission  to  the  School  of  Law  mail  your  request  for  ac- 
commodations together  with  a  deposit  of  $50.00  to  the  Direc- 
tor of  Housing.  This  deposit  will  be  credited  to  the  student's 
housing  charges  and  is  not  refundable  if  the  student  cancels 
his  housing.  The  student  must  have  a  signed  contract  along 
with  all  housing  forms  before  his  housing  reservations  will 
be  honored.  The  Director  of  Housing  will  make  the  reserva- 
tion and  notify  the  applicant. 

Costs.  Students  residing  on  campus  are  on  a  room  and  board 
plan.  Charges,  therefore,  cover  room  and  board. and  are  due 
on  a  semester  basis  at  the  time  of  registration.  Charges  may 
vary  with  desired  accommodations  and  services  or  availability 
of  housing  facilities. 

Range  for  Men:  $850-    $950  per  year  (Sept.-May) 

Range  for  Women:      $1,010-$1,260  per  year   (Sept.-May) 

The  above  cost  does  not  pay  for  health  insurance  nor  meals 
during  the  Christmas  holidays.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 
GENERAL 

275.  Admiralty  This  course  covers  admiralty  jurisdiction,  includ- 
ing the  effect  of  state  law.  Also  it  considers  the  rights  of 
maritime  workers,  particularly  longshoremen  and  "status  sea- 
men" under  the  general  maritime  law,  state  statutes  (includ- 
ing workmen's  compensation)  and  the  pertinent  Federal  stat- 
utes, particularly  the  Longshoremen  and  Harborworkers  Act. 
The  rights  of  seamen  are  given  detailed  study  in  the  light  of 
the  general  maritime  law  and  the  Jones  Act.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  the  contract  of  affreightment  and  the  influence  of 
the  Harter  Act  and  the  Carriage  of  Goods  by  Sea  Act.  The 
remainder  of  the  course  deals  with  limitation  of  liabilitj^  ma- 
rine insurance,  maritime  liens,  salvage,  charter-party  clauses, 
general  average  and  collision. 

Healy  and  Currie,  Cases  and  Materials  on  Admiralty. 

Three  hours. 

276.  Canon  Law  This  course  touches  briefly  upon  the  basic  prin- 
ciples of  canon  law,  then  goes  into  more  details  relative  to  the 
substantive  and  procedural  law  of  marriage,  annulment,  dis- 
solution. Added  to  this  are  a  few  moral  and  ethical  questions 
relative  to  civil  divorce  action  and  as  many  questions  on  ec- 
clesiastical property  as  time  will  allow. 

Selected  materials.  Two  hours. 

221.  Decedents'  A  study  of  the  common  law  rules  governing  de- 
Estates  cedents'  estates  including  intestate  succession,  the 
rights  of  surviving  spouse  and  their  protection,  testamentary 
capacity,  formal  requirements  for  wills,  interpretation  and 
revocation  of  wills,  lapse  and  ademption,  and  administration 
of  estates. 

Casebook  to  he  assigned.  Two  hours. 

222.  Future  Remainders,  executory  interests,  gifts  to  classes, 
Interests  powers  of  appointment,  and  the  rule  against  per- 
petuities. 

Casebook  to  he  assigned.  Two  hours. 

121.  Domestic  A  study  of  the  legal  aspects  of  family  organization, 
Relations  disorganization  and  related  problems:  the  promise 
to   marry,   the   nature   and   validity    of   marriage,    annulment, 
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separation,  divorce,  support  and  alimony;  contract,  tort  and 
criminal  responsibilties  as  affected  by  the  husband-wife  and 
parent-child  relationship;  legitimacy  of  children,  child  sup- 
port, custody  and  adoption. 

Casebook  to  le  assigned.  Three  hours. 

375.  International  Law  This  is  an  introductory  course  on  the 
theory  and  practice  of  international  law.  It  deals  principally 
with  such  topics  as  the  nature  and  sources  of  international 
law,  the  members  of  the  world  community  and  their  recogni- 
tion, the  jurisdiction,  nationality  and  territoriality  of  states, 
the  international  administration  of  justice  and  the  law  of 
war.  Positive  international  law  is  presented  within  the  frame- 
work of  natural  international  law. 

Orfield  and  Re,  Cases  and  Maierials  on  International  law. 

(1955  ed).  Three  hours. 

313.  Jurisprudence  This  course  deals  with  the  history  of  the 
natural  law.  It  appraises  such  schools  of  jurisprudence  as 
the  analytical,  historical,  philosophical,  sociological,  and  realist 
in  the  light  of  that  law.  The  natural  law  basis  of  the  principal 
juridical  institutions  in  the  Roman  and  Anglo-American  legal 
systems  is  considered,  as  well  as  the  creative  role  of  the 
natural  law  in  contemporary  law-making. 

Selected  materials.  Three  hours. 

318.  Legal  This  course  deals  with  the  professional  duties  and 
Ethics  obligations  of  lawyers,  a  critical  examination  and  ap- 
praisement of  the  Canons  of  Professional  Ethics  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bar  Association. 

Drinker,  Legal  Ethics.  One  hour. 

107.  Introduction  This  course  is  offered  to  beginning  students  to 
To  Law  acquaint  them  with  sources  of  law,  basic  pro- 

cedural concepts,  holding  and  dicta,  synthesis  of  cases,  statu- 
tory interpretation  and  legal  bibliography. 

Material  to  le  assigned.  Two  hours. 

255.  Moot  This  course  is  offered  to  students  who  have  completed 
Court  at  least  one  year  of  law  school.  It  is  designed  to  ac- 
quaint them  with  basic  legal  skills  and  problem  solving  tech- 
niques. Attention  will  also  be  given  to  the  basic  skills  needed 
in  the  preparation  of  a  brief  and  the  argument  of  a  case  on 
appeal.    This  instruction  will  be  given  in  small  groups  to  af- 
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ford  maximum  supervision  by  the  Faculty.  Students  will  be 
given  the  first  problem  at  the  end  of  the  term  preceding  the 
year  in  which  thej^  are  scheduled  to  take  the  course. 

Selected  materials.  One  hour. 

277.     Legal  This  course  is  designed  to  develop  skill  in  legal  re- 

Research  search,  analysis  and  writing.  This  course  is  open  to 
selected  upper  division  students.  Satisfactory  completion  of  at 
least  one  research  and  writing  project  is  required, 

Selected  materials.  One  hour. 

123.  Common  Law  This  course  combines  a  study  of  personal  prop- 
Property  I  erty  questions  with  an  introduction  to  the 
common  law  real  property  system,  including  problems  of  pos- 
session, gifts,  good  faith  purchasers,  concurrent  ownership, 
and  basic  conveyancing  techniques;  to  which  is  added  a  study 
of  the  lessor-lessee  relationship. 

Casebook  to  te  assigned.  Three  hours. 

124.  Common  Law  This  course  stresses  modern  land  transactions, 
Property  II  including  the  recording  system  and  other 
means  of  title  security-;  also  a  study  of  the  controls  on  the  use 
of  land,  and  raises  some  questions  in  the  area  of  incorporeal 
rights  in  land,  including  easements  and  water  rights. 

Casehook  to  he  assigned.  Three  hours. 

223.  Common  Law  The  acquisition  and  transfer  of  title  to  per- 
Sales  sonal  property;  the  use  of  bills  of  lading  and 

other  documents  of  title ;  warranties ;  and  the  rights,  duties 
and  remedies  of  parties  to  sales  contracts. 

Casebook  to  he  assigned.  Two  hours. 

Torts  This  course  is  typical  of  the  standard  course  in  Ameri- 
can law  schools.  Bases  of  responsibility  for  tort  are  studied. 
Emphasis  is  put  upon  the  articles  in  the  Civil  Code  of  Lou- 
isiana on  offenses  and  quasi-offenses.  Other  materials  covered 
are  wrongful  death,  and  effect  of  liability  insurance. 

Prosser  &  Smith,  Cases  and  Materials  on  Torts   (Fourth 
Edition,  1967)  Four  hours. 

376.  Trusts  This  course  deals  with  a  comparative  study  of  trust 
law  as  developed  in  England  and  the  common  law  jurisdic- 
tions in  relation  to  the  statutory  trust  estates  law  of  Loui- 
siana.   Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  distinctive  variations  found 
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in  the  Louisiana  law,  as  affected  by  such  unique  concepts  as 
the  legitime,  the  maximum  allowable  period,  and  the  like.

Consideration  will  be  given  to  the  principles  gov- 
erning recognition  of  revenue,  the  matching  of  costs  against 
appropriate  revenues  (with  particular  stress  on  inventory  and 
depreciation  accounting),  the  cost  of  borrowed  capital  and  of 
long-term  productive  assets,  and  proprietary  transactions. 
Emphasis  throughout  will  be  laid  on  the  legal  contexts  in 
which  the  lawyer  is  likely  to  confront  accounting  problems.

and  the  widow's  homestead.

means  of  extinction,  proof  of  obligation  and  quasi  contracts. 
Louisiana  Civil  Code,  Articles  1756-2231,  2292-2314,  2982- 
2984.  Smith,  Louisiana  and  Comparative  Materials  on  Con- 
ventional Oiligations.  3rd  ed.  Three  hours. 

377.  Mineral  This  course  involves  a  specialized  study  of  the  na- 
Law  ture  of  interests  in  oil,  gas  and  other  minerals,  in- 

cluding the  remedies  of  the  owner  against  adjoining  land- 
owner and  trespasser,  the  nature  of  the  mineral  contract,  sale 
and  reservation  of  mineral  rights,  prescription  of  mineral 
rights,  the  mineral  lease,  including  the  consideration,  potesta- 
tive conditions,  the  term  abandonment  or  forfeiture,  rent  or 
royalties,  liens  affecting  mineral  interests,  and  taxation  of 
mineral  interests.  Also  includes  a  study  of  the  conservation 
laws  pertaining  to  minerals  and  the  regulations  of  the  Louisi- 
ana Conservation  Commissioner  and  of  the  federal  Power  Com- 
mission; the  leasing  of  state  and  federal  public  lands;  oper- 
ating and  production  agreements;  special  contractual  agree- 
ments relative  to  mineral  exploration  and  development;  de- 
viations from  standard  provisions  in  mineral  leases  and  in- 
struments creating  or  conveying  mineral  servitudes  and  roy- 
alties; and  an  introduction  to  some  of  the  special  tax  prob- 
lems of  owners  and  producers  of  minerals.  Principal  atten- 
tion is  given  to  Louisiana  cases,  supplemented  by  the  perti- 
nent articles  of  the  Revised  Civil  Code  of  Louisiana  and  the 
various  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  Louisiana  affecting  oil  and 
mineral  rights.

105.  Persons  This  course  covers  the  Louisiana  law  of  domicile, 
of  the  nature  and  control  of  marriage,  separation,  divorce,  an- 
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nulment;  custody  and  alimony  problems;  legitimacy  of  chil- 
dren, paternal  authority  over  children,  adoption  proceedings; 
also  minority,  tutorship  and  emancipation ;  interdiction.

252.  Sales  and  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  the  course  on  obli- 
Leases  gations  as  to  the  particular  contracts  of  sale  and 

lease  in  respect  to  movable  and  immovable  property  and  the 
proof  of  obligations.    It  also  includes  exchanges.

312.  Security  This  course  includes  those  sections  of  the  Civil  Code 
Rights  dedicated  to  security  rights,  including  the  con- 
tracts of  suretyship,  pledge,  real  property  mortgages  and 
chattel  mortgages,  privileges,  deposit  and  sequestration. 

Louisiana  Civil  Code,  Articles  2891-2981,  3025-3411; 
Dainow,  Security  Devices.  Three  hours. 

378.  Seminar  on  A  seminar  in  which  opportunity  is  offered  to 
Civil  Law  study  the  nature  of  the  Louisiana  Civil  Code  by 
Problems  systematic  study  and  group  discussion,  together 
with  investigations  and  reports  by  individual  students.  The 
approach  is  historical,  scholastic,  analytical  and  critical.  The 
seminar  also  includes  a  specialized  study  of  the  techniques  of 
code  draftsmanship  in  connection  Avith  selected  problems.  The 
preparation  of  a  paper  is  required  One  hour. 


203.  Successions  This  course  deals  essentially  with  the  distribu- 
tion of  intestate  successions,  both  legal  and  irregular.  It  deals 
with  the  capacity  and  incapacity  of  heirs,  acceptances,  and 
renunciation  of  successions,  principally  from  a  standpoint  of 
substantive  law,  collation,  partition,  the  rights  of  absentees, 
and  the  payment  of  succession  debts.  (The  administration  of 
estates  is  covered  in  the  course  on  Louisiana  Procedure.)

109,  209.     Business  This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  the  law 

Associations  I,  II  relative  to  agency,  partnership,  business 
trusts,  unincorporated  associations,  and  private  corporations. 
The  legal  problems  of  management  are  discussed  as  well  as 
theories  of  legal  status,  entity  and  ultra  vires  acts.

101, 102.  Contracts  This  course  consists  of  a  study  and  discussion  of 
cases  and  materials  dealing  with  mutual  assent,  consideration, 
assignments  and  conditions,  a  study  of  pertinent  sections  of 
the  Restatement  of  the  Law  of  Contracts,  the  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code,  a  limited  amount  of  Equity  material  and  prob- 
lems of  draftsmanship. 

Casehook  to  he  assigned.  Five  hours. 

331.  Creditors'  Rights  A  study  of  the  problem  of  the  debtor  who 
and  Bankruptcy  does  not  pay  his  debts.  This  includes  pro- 
cesses available  to  the  creditor  for  collection,  competition 
among  multiple  creditors  for  the  assets  of  the  debtor,  means 
of  affecting  a  distribution  of  the  debtor's  assets  among  his 
creditors,  means  of  rehabilitating  the  debtor,  and  the  debt- 
or's right  to  some  measure  of  protection.  More  than  half  the 
course  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act  since  all 
aspects  of  the  creditor/debtor  problem  are  colored  by  the 
interaction  of  state  created  rights  and  the  federal  bankruptcy 
provisions. 

Casehook  to  te  assigned.  Three  hours. 

332.  Credit  Transactions  This  course  deals  with  various  Security 
arrangements  in  common  law  practice.  Concepts  covered  are 
Suretyship,  Mortgages,  and  Secured  Transactions  under  Arti- 
cle Nine  of  this  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Materials  to  he  assigned.  Two  hours. 

380.  Insurance  In  this  course  consideration  is  given  to  personal 
and  property  insurance,  together  with  the  rights  and  powers 
of  the  insurer,  the  insured,  the  beneficiary,  the  assignees,  and 
creditors. 

Patterson  and  Young,  Cases  and  Materials  on  Insurance 
(4th  edition).  Three  hours. 

402.  Insurance  Seminar  Selected  problems  in  the  law  of  insur- 
ance, including  but  not  limited  to :  policy  objectives  and  prac- 
tical   problems    in    regulation,    legal    status    of    the    various 
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parties  to  insurance  contracts  (involving  formation  of  the 
insurance  agreement,  insurable  interest,  limitations  on  recov- 
ery and  subrogation)  and  the  extent  of  protection  and  inter- 
pretation of  insurance  policies,  with  some  emphasis  on  Lou- 
isiana law.  Preparation  of  a  seminar  paper  is  required. 
Keeton,  Basic  Insurance  Law  (1960  ed.)  Two  hours. 

Commercial  This  course  involves  a  discussion  of  the  formal 
Transactions  requisites  of  the  negotiability  of  bills,  notes, 
and  checks,  methods  of  transfer,  indorsements,  bona  fide  pur- 
chase, equities  and  defenses,  and  liabilities  of  the  parties. 
Problems  dealing  with  corporate  finance  and  corporate  secur- 
ities are  included. 

Aigler  and  8teinlieimer,  Bills  and  Notes.       Three  hours. 

PUBLIC  LAW 

Administrative  This  course  deals  with  the  creation  and  func- 
Law  tions    of    administrative    tribunals,    the    pro- 

cedure before  such  tribunals,  and  judicial  relief  from  admin- 
istrative action. 

Assigned  materials.  Two  hours. 

Conflict  This  course  deals  with  the  law  relating  to  transac- 
of  Laws  tions  with  elements  in  more  than  one  state.  Em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  the  problem  of  choice  of  law  to  be 
applied  in  a  given  situation  where  the  laws  of  the  states 
involved  differ.  This  problem  is  examined  with  respect  to 
actions  in  tort,  workmen's  compensation,  contract,  family 
law  and  decedents'  estates.  Consideration  is  given  to  con- 
stitutional issues,  the  theoretical  bases  for  the  choice  of  laws, 
and  questions  relating  to  the  jurisdiction  of  courts  and  the 
enforcement  of  foreign  judgments.

Constitutional  The  materials  in  Constitutional  Law  provide 
Law  I  a  survey  of  problems  in  the  interpretation  and 

This 
course  presents  the  inter-governmental  division  of  authority 
in  the  federal  system  with  emphasis  on  the  powers  of  Con- 
gress and  the  President  and  the  residual  powers  of  the  states.

Three  hours. 
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152.  Constitutional  This  course  deals  with  the  constitutional  lim- 
Law  II  itations  upon  governmental  action  both  state 
and  national.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  limitations  emanat- 
ing from  the  due  process,  equal  protection  of  the  laws  and 
privileges  and  immunities  clauses  in  the  federal  constitution.  The 
Civil  Liberties  cases  are  covered  in  this  material.  The  due  process 
clause  is  considered  in  its  substantive  and  procedural  aspects.

153.  Criminal  This  course  deals  with  the  principles  underlying 
Law  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  including  the 
aims  of  criminal  law,  the  theory  of  criminal  conduct,  the  spe- 
cific crimes  and  defenses.

154.  Criminal  This  course  deals  with  the  procedures  by  which 
Procedure  criminal  matters  are  litigated  in  the  courts  of 
original  and  appellate  jurisdiction,  including  related  consti- 
tutional material. 

Louisiana  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  and  assigned  cases. 
Casebook  to  he  assigned.  Two  hours. 

403.  The  Policeman  This  seminar  deals  with  the  exclusionary 
and  the  Accused  rule  concept  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
has  been  employed  by  the  judiciary  to  curtail  undesirable 
police  practices.  In  addition  to  a  review  of  the  applicable 
case  law  and  statutory  law,  student  presentations  and  class 
discussions  will  attempt  greater  insight  into  the  relevant 
policies  involved  and  recent  legislative  actions  designed  to 
reverse  the  trends  of  judicial  decision  to  this  area.

The  materials  cover  governmental  effort  to  limit 
competition  or  to  protect  and  promote  competition  as  may 
be  necessary  in  any  particular  time  and  place  to  promote  the 
general  good.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  anti-trust  statutes 
including  the  Federal  Trade  Commission's  function  in  their 
enforcement  and  upon  the  unfair  sales  acts. 

Casehook  to  he  assigned.  Three  hours. 
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Labor  Law  This  course  deals  with  the  legal  problems  of  con- 
certed action  by  employees,  including  the  common  law  obsta- 
cles to  the  objects  of  labor  combinations,  picketing  and  the 
boycott,  the  construction  and  administration  of  the  National 
Labor  Relations  Act,  the  collective  bargaining  agreement,  and 
the  union-member  relationship. 

Casebook  to  he  assigned.  Two  hours. 

Urban  Legal  A  seminar  course  which  considers  major  prob- 
Problems  lems   of   cities    and   the    role    of   law    and    the 

lawyer  in  attempting  to  resolve  them.  Fiscal  matters,  wel- 
fare, legal  aid  to  poor,  housing,  and  other  specific  problems 
are  discussed. 

Assigned  materials.  Three  hours. 

Taxation  I  An  intensive  study  of  the  income  tax  laws  in- 
cluding tax  procedure,  the  concept  of  income,  capital  gains 
and  losses,  and  deductions,  credits  and  exemptions;  problems 
concerning  the  person  and  accounting  period  to  which  income 
items  and  expenses  are  to  be  allocated.

Taxation  II  Federal  estate  and  gift  taxation.  Deals  with  the 
definition  of  estate  and  gift  for  federal  tax  purposes;  exclu- 
sions, exemptions,  deductions  and  credits;  and  basic  estate 
tax  planning  concepts.

The  course  includes  the  study  of  a  civil  law- 
suit from  commencement  to  trial;  formulating  issues  and  ob- 
taining information  before  trial,  including  pleading,  jurisdic- 
tion, venue  and  joinder.

peachment of  witnesses,  the  opinion  rule,  admissions  and  con- 
fessions, rides  relating  to  writings,  the  hearsay  rule  and  its 
exceptions,  and  privileged  relations,  burden  of  proof  and  pre- 
sumptions, judicial  notice,  and  the  so-called  parol  evidence 
rule.  Consideration  is  also  given  to  the  elements  of  damages 
and  the  presentation  of  evidence  to  support  damages.

316.  Federal  This  course  covers  the  federal  judicial  sys- 
Jurisdiction  tem,  the  original  and  concurrent  jurisdiction 
and  Procedure  of  federal  courts,  venue,  the  substantive  law 
applied  in  the  federal  courts,  procedure,  relation  of  state  and 
federal  courts,  and  appellate  jurisdiction  in  the  federal  sys- 
tem.

315.  Federal  Consideration  is  given  to  the  Federal  Rules  of  Civil 
Eules  Procedure  and  pertinent  portions  of  the  Judicial 
Code.

One  hour. 

311,  312.  Louisiana  This  is  a  course  on  the  Louisiana  system  of  plead- 
Procedure  ing  and  practice  which  includes  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  various  state  courts  and  a  study  of  the  mechanics  of 
litigation  from  its  inception  to  final  adjudication.  The  work 
prepares  the  student  to  meet  and  solve  problems  which  con- 
front the  practicing  lawyer  and  calls  for  the  practical  appli- 
cation of  legal  theory  to  concrete  cases.  The  students  are  as- 
signed problems  which  necessitate  the  drafting  of  particular 
pleadings  and  documents  and  which  must  be  supported  by  the 
citation  of  pertinent  authorities.  Seminars  are  held  for  the 
purpose  of  criticism  and  discussion. 

Louisiana  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  Four  hours. 

317.  Title  This  course  covers  the  substantive  law,  pro- 
Examination  cedures,  and  technique  of  the  legal  examination 
of  titles  to  Louisiana  immovable  property.  Practical  problems 
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will  be  presented  in  the  description  of  property,  the  derivation 
of  titles,  and  the  drafting  of  documents  conveying  or  encum- 
bering immgyable  property. 

Selected  materials.  One  hour. 

401.     Trial  Practice    A  study  of  the  functions  of  the  advocate  in 
Seminar  the  preparation  and  trial  of  law  suits  with 

special  emphasis  upon  the  methods  of  preparation  and  devel- 
opment of  facts  into  evidence  for  presentation  in  court;  stra- 
tegic use  of  discovery  devices  such  as  interrogatories,  depo- 
sitions, admissions  and  motions  to  produce;  typical  use  of 
rules  of  procedure  and  substantative  law  in  trial  proceedings, 
tactical  and  ethical  aspects  of  problems  confronting  the  trial 
lawyer;  practical  applications  of  principles  in  trial  moot 
court. 

This  course  is  open  to  selected  senior  students  who  have 
completed  the  course  in  evidence  and  damages.
